acceptances has been chosen as the 
method of relaxing tension and ex- 
panding the credit of Uie nation at 
this time.. 


Much of the argument of those 


banking elements which have ask- 
ed for an advance of the rediscount

rate of 5 per cent. The significance 
of this move .lies in the establish- 
ment of 5 p?r cent as a sbrt of 
maximum for the rediscount rate not- 
v. ithstanding the express view of the 
banking element that it might go to 
,6, 7 or even higher.

and technological industry, as twin 
•forces, have produced the so-called 
"machine civilization," in the op- 
ii-ion of Dr. Glenn Frank, president 
of the University o£ Wisconsin, wfio 
addressed the Milwaukee Civic Al- 
liance here last night. 


Dr. Frank pQinted out that the 


whole west is facing Americaniza- 
tion because the 
twin forces 
are 


gathering greater momentum in oth- 
er and older civilizations. 


' At. Hie present juncture in the 


affairs of the west," he said, "the 
masses have more to hope for from 
great engineers, groat inventors and 
great statesmen of industry than 
from the social reformers who vroo 
them, with their panaceas." 


He declared that the greatest so- 


c'al progress of the next 50 years is 
likely to come as a by-produce ot 
technical progress 
and that 
the 


most potent social revolutionists of 
•the next half century are likely to be 
the more far-sighted of the great 
manufacturers. 


"The real emancipations 
of the 


ItU. century and a half have not 
been conscious achievements of so- 
cial reform as much as they have 
been the i nconscious by-products of 
technical advance. 


"Societies for the 
prevention of 


cruelty to animals had done much 
to ameliorate the lot of the horse, 
but it remained for the Inventor of 
the automobile really to emancipate 
the horse from toil and suffering," he 
srici. 


Dr. Frank explained that while the 


engineer and the inventor, on one 
side, and the social reformer, on the 
oihei, are engaged 
in a 
war of 


liberation, their techniqv.es differ. 


"While the social reformers are 


fighting wealth, the engineers and 
the inventors are fighting want." he 
said. "The social reformers would 
make all mankind 
a proletariate. 


The engineers and inventors would 
make all mankind an aristocracy."

Masons 
Complete 
Repair 


Work Around xOutside of 
Huge Structrue 


' Madison —-C45)— Wisconsin's capi- 
tol has finally been "rebuilt," after 
masons worked for almost a year ov- 
er its roofs, up and down its walls 
and from the statue of "Miss For- 
ward," atop the'dome to the base- 
ment casements. • 


The chief work has been replace- 


ment of cemeut that separates the 
stone of the building. Practically alt-kout 
of the walls have been faced by a 
swinging scaffold on which two men 
work. One goes through the chinks 
with, a chisel and hammer, 
cleans 


them out, and the other replaces 
fresh mortar. 


Many months ago the repair work 


was started by a steeple jack who 
reguilded the statute. The work pro- 
gressed down the dome to the roofs 
on the four wings, Then, to the nia- 
sonary. The roofs had been frozen 
and heated so often in the years that 
have passed since the building was 
constructed, that some of-them leak- 
ed.

The cabbage pest is known as the 


cabbage maggot. 
The maggot is 


hatched from the egg of a fly about 
the size of a house fly but consid- 
erably more slender. The- dignified 
name of the fly is Hylemyia braes 
sicare Bouche. The fly deposits 'ts 
eggs on the ground or in it near the 
tiny cabbage plant. 
The eggs are 


quite small but may be seen with 
the naked eye. The maggot which 
appears smaller than the egg may 
also be seen on the root of the cab- 
basre plant. 
A number of the cabbage flies were 


captured in each of two cabbage beds 
on the farm of Louis A. Keinhard, 
route 5 by Mr. Fluke and others of 
the party, and hundreds were seen 
about the plants. Masses of eggs 
were found about the plants as are 
maggots about the roots of withered 
plants. Masses of eggs were forced 
from the bodies of the flies captured. 
Both cabbage beds on the Eeinhard 
farm, have been badly damaged by 
the pests, and are threatened with 
a great deal more. 
The control of the maggot demon- 


strated by Mr. Fluke was a corro- 
sive sublimate solution in a wooden 
pail with a small rubber tube «on- 
'nected with a metal pipe passing 
through the bottom of the pail. 


MUST REPEAT TREATMENT 
Carrying the pail in one hand and 


holding the rubber tube in the oth- 
er hand, Mr. Fluke directed a small 
stream of the solution onto a row 
of cabbage plants as he walked 
along. "To do its work, the solution 
must come in contact with the eggs 
or the maggots," said Mr. Fluke. 
"The rows should be cultivated with 
a hand cultivator before the solution 
is applied. To catch a second hatch 
of the maggots, the treatment shoiild 
be repeated four days after the first 
treatment is applied. A metal con 
tainer should not be used to store 
or to apply the solution. To make 
the solution one ounce of corrosiv 
sublimate is, used in eight gallons o 
water. 
The rate of application is 


one gallon to a thirty-five or forty 
feet row. 
The conditions prevailing in the 


Reinhard cabbage beds are duplicat 
ed in a large number of the cabbag, 
beds/ about this city. The control of 
the pests is easy if applied in time 
and is comparatively inexpensive 
If applied in time the solution kill: 
95 per cent of the pests." 


According to Mr. Fluke, "the pes 


that is threatening the raspberr: 
crop in this vicinity is the Byturu, 
unicolor. The adult is a brown bsi 
tie about one-sixteenth of an inch 
long. It winters as a beetle a"n<~ 
comes out in the spring, feeding o; 
leaves and opening buds. At Moon: 
ing time, these beetles lay their tiny 
white eggs in the blossoms. The egg 
hatch into white to brownish worm 
which feed on the developing fruil 
At harvest time, these worms ar 
often found in the boxes of berries 
After eating a delicious dish of bet 
ries, the house wife is often chat 
•grinned to find a nice fat worm i 
the bottom of the dish." 
"To control the raspberry beetle 


dust or spray with lead arsenate. 
The dust can be applied with a ham! 
duster, usinfe full strength, dust, or 
dust diluted with three-fourths limo. 
Spray at the rate of three pounds 
of the dust to 100 gallons of water. 


"The onion maggot is a very ser- 


ious pest in the Green Bay district," 
said Mr. Wilson after inspecting sev- 
eral gardens. "The adult insect is 
•a' little black fly which lays its eggs 
on the onion at the surface of the 
ground.

out, crawls down the side of the on- 
ion and eats into the bottom of the 
onion.
